A temporary loss of light and power at 
the Marland mills last Friday afternoon 
resulted from trouble in the high-tension 
wires on Stevens street.

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Congressional Change from 


Yes-men to No-men Should 


Make President Change 


Sometime before he makes up his 
mind definitely to call back his 
recalcitrant Congressmen for a spec- 
ial session to act on his so-called 
“Must” bills, President Roosevelt 
should take aside his son-secretary, 
James Roosevelt, and ask for a little 
advice. He should try to find out if 
Jimmie can remember a course he 
took under Professor Arthur Hol- 
combe at Cambridge back around 
1930-31 on ‘‘ Federal Government.” 
Then if Jimmie remembers the days 
when his knowledge of government 
was mostly theory, he will possibly 
tell father Roosevelt about the sur- 
vey he had to make for Professor 
Holcombe on the influence of Presi- 
dent over Congress. 

He may go back to another Demo- 
cratic President who succeeded to 
power after a long Republican reign. 
He may tell his father that he studied 
carefully all the recommendations 
that President Wilson made during 
his eight years at the White House, 
and then followed them through to 
find out what Congress did to them. 
And then he might conclude by 
telling today’s President that Mr. 
Wilson’s recommendations were very 
obediently followed during his first 
term but as the second term wore on, 
it became more and more evident 
that Mr. Wilson had lost control. 

Then Franklin Roosevelt should 
start thinking seriously. He should 
ask himself if he would do himself 
and the country any good by going 
wild again at the next session, regu- 
lar or special, of Congress. He should, 
after admitting to himself that 
Congress in his first term was com- 
posed of “Yes-men,” study the 
recommendations that he made for 
legislation this year and follow them 
through to see what Congress did to 
them. Then he will realize that 
Congress has become pretty much 
“No-men” with minds of their own. 

If he is wise, he will change his 
tactics drastically before the legis- 
lators gather in Washington again. 
The day is past when he can send a 
message to Congress saying that this 
bill “must” go through immediately; 


his “‘must”? means nothing to Con- 
gress now. And the day is past too 
when he can bully Congress into 
making drastic changes in the Con- 
stitutional and commercial set-up 
of this Nation. 

Four years seems about the longest 
that our 500 legislators can be kept in 
control by a Chief Executive. When 
the President realizes that, he should 
make up his mind right away to make 
recommendations instead of de- 
mands, and to recommend only legis- 
lation that is in keeping with the 
American ideals that prevailed for 
the century and a half before he 
entered the White House. 


Banish the Road-Mope 

A local motorist told us the other 
day about a very interesting experi- 
ence that he had in New Hampshire 
on Sunday.

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Start Plans for 
Essex County Fair 


With all signs pointing to the most 
prosperous out-door entertainment season 
New England has had, officials of the 
Essex County fair at Topsfield are com- 
completing arrangements for the greatest 
exposition in the 116 years this famous 
fair has been operating. The mid-Septem- 
ber dates which proved so popular in 
1936 have been selected again this year 
and the fair will run from September 15 
through 19. However, instead of the usual 
four days, the show will continue for five 
days, concluding on Sunday, the 19th. 

The first official activity leading up to 
this, the oldest entertainment and agri- 
cultural exposition in New England, will 
be a pre-season ‘‘economy’’ ticket sale, 
lasting until Labor Day and during which 
time the general public may purchase 
tickets for less than half the regular price. 
Tickets have already been mailed to 
members of the Essex Agricultural So- 
ciety and General Manager Robert P. 
Trask will launch the general distribution 
this week. Scores of Granges, merchants, 
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civic and fraternal organizations through- 
out the county are co-operating. 

Such a wealth of attractions has been 
booked for the fair that it was necessary 
to increase the size of the annual cata- 
logue to list them. For thrill-seekers, 
probably the outstanding event will be 
the much publicized “Dive of Death,” 
a sensational 60-foot dive on a motor- 
cycle into an eight-foot tank of water. 
This act ‘‘missed”’ at Topsfield two years 
ago and the subsequent publicity has 
kept the fair in the limelight, pictures of 
the stunt having been reproduced in the 
movies, newspapers and national maga- 
zines. It has been called ‘“‘the act that 
couldn’t be done,’’ but Charley Lajoie, 
Canada’s leading daredevil, has assured 
fair officials he will perform it twice daily. 

N. E. championship motorcycle racing, 
light harness racing, chariot racing and 
pushball on horseback, are a few of the 
track events. There will be daily and 
nightly features on the stage, including 
headline vaudeville, wrestling, champion- 
ship amateur contest, band concerts, 
equestrian acts. A $10,000 flower show, 
blue ribbon cattle and poultry shows and 
acres of other agricultural displays will 
tax the capacity of the exhibition build- 
ings.

Class Chia Ho. 


Many Years in China 

Born at Yarmouth, Maine, April 19, 
1886, Mr. Bennett graduated from Bow- 
doin college in 1907 B.A., summa cum 
laude. He joined the International Bank- 
ing Corporation the same year, going 
first to the London branch for two years, 
then to Kobe for four years, Hongkong 
and Canton two years, and Kobe two 
more years. In 1915 he went to Peiping 
as manager of the I.B.C. which later 
became the National City Bank. In 1915 
he married Mary Dudley Freeman. 

He is a member of the Peking Phi Beta 
Kappa association, was twice vice-presi- 
dent of the Peking club, was President of 
the American association, the Anglo- 
American association and the Rotary 
club in Peiping. 

Mrs. Bennett has been active in educa- 
tion and social activities in China. She 
was a member of the Board of the Peking 
American school and was also active 1 
the work of the Foreign Women’s Aid.

GENERAL FOOD STORE 
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Local Man Visiting in Scandinavian Countries 
Describes Interesting Details 


The following interesting letter was 
sent by Cornelius A. Wood, now enjoying 
a trip to Sweden, Finland and Denmark: 
Dear Eprror: 

It may interest your readers to note 
these differences between the way we do 
things in America and the way they are 
done in certain European countries. In 
some cases our way may be better for us 
but the differences at least are enter- 
taining. I shall only mention a few Euro- 
pean items. The American counterparts, 
where there are any, it is unnecessary to 
review as all know them. 

In Finland the Diet, corresponding to 
our legislature, casts a secret ballot on all 
questions upon which it has to vote, and 
the vote of its members is recorded auto- 
matically and counted by electricity and 
reported within 1 1-2 minutes. At each 
seat in the Diet are buttons, the Con- 
gressman pushes one for Yes, another for 
No, a third for not voting. His absence is 
also recorded. The totals go through a 
machine. Lights above the speaker's 
chair indicate the results. 

In Denmark, if one wishes to go by 
tram from one place to another, but does 
not know which car to take, all one has to 
do is to go to a conveniently located 
machine which has a map of the system. 
He there presses a button opposite the 
name of the place where he then is, and 
also the button opposite the place to 
which he would go. Instantly, both those 
places are illuminated on the map, to- 
gether with all way stations, thus clearly 
indicating the route. 


Public parks or playgrounds in Sweden 
and also Tivoli in Copenhagen, places 
that correspond to our Coney Island op 
Revere Beach, are patronized by clean 
simply dressed, self respecting people, 
who do not strew papers around, Should 
they do so, there are men constantly 
going about to pick up papers and cigar- 
ette butts. The grounds are kept like a 
palace garden. There are flower gardens 
and waterfalls and beautiful trees, each 
kind labeled as in our arboretum at 
Jamaica Plain. There are open air theatres 
in these parks that put on good, clean, 
time-honored shows,—fairy tales for the 
children; pantomime and short pieces for 
all, and at no cost. There are also good 
open air concerts and no jazz. 

There is no soaking the rich in Den- 
mark, Sweden or Finland. There is no 
real poverty there. There are only 203 
unemployed people in all Finland, and 
Sweden has only 200,000 unemployed. 

Hospitals in Denmark cost $1.25 per 
day including food and medical care, all 
of the best, and open to all, They have 
old age pensions in all these three coun- 
tries. Labor realizes it needs capital and 
the capitalists believe in treating labor 
fairly. The government do not take sides 
but strictly enforce justice and fair play. 
There is a horror in all these countries of 
the ghastly failure of the Russian experi- 
ment and they intend to steer well clear 
of it themselves.
